adjacent to said feeding means, said drawing means being 
comprised of a first draw roller assembly, a tension roller and a 
second draw roller assembly, said tension roller having a spring 
attached thereto for applying downward tension on said tension 
roller, Lid first and said second draw roller assemblies being 
comprised of two rollers, said second draw roller being in fluid 
connectil with a sensor whereby said sensor rotates said second 
draw rolleV to pull said paper into said frame wherein said 
sensor measures a length of said paper; 
a motor means roLionally coupled to said sensor means, motor means 

for rotating Said sensor means; 
a cutting means, sa\d cutting means being mounted adjacent to said

and for cutting said paber in a transverse direction; 

a guide roller assembly for feeding said paper from said cutting means 
to an exit in said frame; and 

an actuating means for actuating said cutting means and said motor 

means; 

wherein said drawing means further comprises a first pair of rollers, a 

tension roller and a second pair oArollers, said tension roller having a 
spring attached thereto for applying downward tension on said tension 
roller wherein said second pair of rollers being rotated by said motor 
means.

comprising two rollers and two guide bars ^directing said paper ,nto

and a third paper \utting and delivery means being substantially identical as 
said first paper cubing and delivery means, said second means being 
mounted below said\first means, said third means being mounted below said 
second means where\y all three cutting and delivery means are mounted 
parallel to each otheAand all direct paper from a first end of said frame to a 

/ second end of said frame. 

20. (Previously Amended) The machine for cutting and feeding sheet 
material as stated in clainW wherein said first paper cutting and delivery 
means is adapted to hold paVer of a different width than said second and 
third paper cutting and delivering means, said second paper cutting and 
delivery means being adapted\o hold paper of a different width than sa ld 
third paper cutting and feedingVneans. 

21. (Previously Amended)Vrhe machine for cutting and feeding sheet 
material as stated in claim 13, wherein said actuating means is operationally 
coupled to said cutting means and \o said motor means, said actuating means 
being adapted to be programmable f\r variable cutting and perforating 

patterns.
